Spokane, Wash.—The government
took actlon in the 1. W. W, situation,
when a company of Jdaho national
guardemen, now in federal service, ar
rested twenty-seven members of the
orginization, including James Rowan,
distriet secretary, In their headquar-
tera here on the eve of a threatened
strike in four states,

The strike call, signed by Rowan,
Included all members of the organiza-
tion In construction snd agricultnral
work In Montana, Washington, Ore-
gon and Idaho, Rowan after his ar
rost wald that the arrests would in-
tenaify the strike and cause it to
spread. Lumber workers In the four
states already are on strike.

Reports from all the states named
in the strike order were to the affect
that federal, state, county and city au.
thorities were prepared for any even-
tuality,

The arrests were made
spoeocific anthorization, Maj.
Wilkins sald,

“1 acted under general orders em-
powering me to take such steps as ap-
poared to be necessary to prevent the
destruction of property and the ham-
pering of industry,” he sald. “The ar.
rests were made after I had held a
conference with Mr. Blaine, represent.
Ing the governor.™

At the jull Rowan dictated a state-
ment of the purpose of the strike,
which he later read and signed. He
sald:

“The principal objoct of the strike
of the lumber workers is the elght
hour day, and sanitary conditions In
the camps. We do not know of any
reason why we should be arrested and
detainad or why aur hall should be
closed, as we are not breaking any
law., We are not unppatriotic, Our
principal demand I8 for the elght-hour
day, which has baen adopted as stand-
ard by the U'nited States Fovernment
on all government work.

“There is nothing unlawful about de-
manding clean and sanitary conditions
in camps. The things we demand and
have gone on strike for are the things
which would be beneficial not only to
ourselves but to the whole of society
and would tend to put the nation on a
more secure foundation.”
